Gonzales: I’ll Honor Torture Rules 


WASHINGTON I Attorney General nominee 
Alberto Gonzales plans to promise sena- 
tors on Thursday that he would abide by 
treaties prohibiting torture of prisoners, 
despite deriding the restraints as outdated 
relics two years ago. 

In prepared testimony obtained by The 
Associated Press on Wednesday, Gonzales tells 
the Senate Judiciary Committee he will abide 
by all U.S. treaty obligations if he is confirmed. 

Gonzales, who would be the first Hispanic 
attorney general, had a hand in much of the 
White House’s post- Sept. 11 terrorism policies 


as President Bush’s top lawyer. He faces criti- 
cism from Democrats at Thursday’s confirma- 
tion hearing, especially concerning a January 
2002 memo he wrote arguing that the war 
on terrorism “renders obsolete” the Geneva 
Conventions’ strict prohibitions against torture. 

A month later. Bush signed an order 
declaring he had the authority to bypass 
the accords “in this or future conflicts.” 
Bush’s order also said the Geneva treaty’s 
references to prisoners of war did not apply 
to al Qaeda or “unlawful combatants” from 
the Taliban, jesse j.

Tsunami’s 
Toll Stuns 
Powell

like this,’ retired general says 

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA I Not even wartime 
combat could prepare him for the shock of 
the tsunami devastation, U.S. Secretary of 
State Colin Powell said after inspecting the 
Indonesian island of Sumatra, where giant 
waves washed away whole neighborhoods. 

From a helicopter, Powell could see 
a muddy brown moonscape Wednesday 
where blocks of houses and rice paddies 
had been. 

“I cannot begin to imagine the horror that 
went through the families 
and all of the people who 
heard this noise com- 
ing and then had their 
lives snuffed out by this 
wave,” Powell said. “I’ve 
been in war and I’ve been 
through a number of hurri- 
canes, tornadoes and other 
relief operations, but I have never seen any- 
thing like this.” 

Powell promised continued U.S. aid and 
support to help countries recover from the 
disaster. Florida Gov. Jeb Bush, who along with 
Powell is leading the U.S. delegation, said, “It 
is with a heavy heart that we’re here.” 

Powell will represent the United States 
at a conference Thursday in Jakarta to coor- 
dinate aid to the affected countries. He has 
announced no new commitment of U.S. 
money during his four- day visit to Thailand, 
Indonesia and Sri Lanka, although the cur- 
rent pledge of $350 million is expected to

Military to Probe 
Reports of Abuse 


Investigators to review 
allegations from FBI of 
mistreatment at Gitmo 

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL BASE, 
CUBA I Investigators are being 
sent to Guantanamo Bay to look 
into allegations of prisoner abuse 
stemming from recently released 
FBI documents, authorities said 
Wednesday as a new batch of FBI 
memos was released. 

The U.S. Southern Command in 
Miami assigned Army Brig. Gen. 
John T. Furlow to lead the investi- 
gation, which could begin as early 
as this week. The military maintains 
that most incidents detailed in the 
FBI memos occurred in 2002 when 
the mission began and some of the 
interrogation techniques labeled as 
“aggressive” are no longer in use. 

“It will be fully investigat- 
ed,” Guantanamo’s commanding 


Army Brig. Gen. Jay Hood said 
Wednesday, adding that an inde- 
pendent military team was neces- 
sary to find people who were no 
longer under his command. 

FBI documents released 
Wednesday show the FBI’s earli- 
er descriptions of abuses came in 
response to a request from Steve 
McCraw, of the FBI’s Office for 
Intelligence. The e-mail asked more 
than 500 agents who had been at 
Guantanamo to report wheth- 
er they had observed “aggressive 
treatment, interrogations or inter- 
view techniques” that violated FBI 
guidelines. 

Out of 478 responses, 26 report- 
ed observations of detainee mis- 
treatment by personnel other than 
FBI agents. The 26 summaries were 
reviewed by FBI General Counsel 
Valerie Caproni, who determined 
17 that were “approved DOD tech- 
niques.”

The new information about 
Rehnquist’s schedule sheds little 
light on whether his retirement is 
imminent. The court hasn’t had a 
vacancy in more than a decade, a

Some worry rich

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Australia 
promised $764 million — the 
largest government pledge — for 
tsunami relief, topping Germany’s 
$674 million just before a crucial 
donors’ meeting Thursday. 

The outpouring of generosity 
raised questions about whether 
rich nations were using tragedy to 
jockey for influence on the world 
stage — and with Indonesia, which 
has a vast wealth of natural resourc- 
es and is the world’s most populous 
Muslim nation. 

“We have to be careful and not 
participate in a beauty contest 
where we are competing to give 
higher figures,” said Louis Michel, 
European Commissioner for devel- 
opment and humanitarian aid. 

But U.N. humanitarian chief Jan 
Egeland, who riled Washington by 
saying wealthy nations were often 
“stingy,” said Tuesday: “I’d rather 
see competitive compassion than 
no compassion.” 

Michel also warned that some 
pledges might not be honored. A lit- 
tle over a year ago, donors promised 
Iran more than $1 billion in relief 
after an earthquake killed 26,000 
people there. Iranian officials say 
only $17.5 million has been sent.

Experts Still Wait 
To See if Map Is 
Forever Changed 

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Aerial images 
of tsunami-battered coastlines sug- 
gest the world map maybe changed 
forever, with chunks of land sink- 
ing into the sea. But did the quake 
and the killer wave it spawned real- 
ly significantly reshape the Indian 
Ocean’s outline? 

Almost all the apparent land 
fragmentation is likely due to 
temporary flooding, experts say. 
Cecep Subarya, of Indonesia’s 
mapping agency, says no existing 
islands have been seen to vanish 
or split up off the northwest coast 
of Indonesia’s Sumatra island, the 
earthquake’s epicenter. Nor has 
Sumatra’s coast been reshaped. 

Experts say nearly all the rest of 
the region is too far from the epi- 
center to have been affected. One 
exception maybe the Andaman and 
Nicobar islands, an Indian archipel- 
ago. A Coast Guard commander said 
his aerial survey indicated that one 
island may have been cut in two and 
another divided into three. A third 
island was reshaped, he said, (ap)

BANDA ACEH, INDONESIA | The first 
patients turning up at hospitals and 
makeshift clinics in Indonesia’s Aceh 
province — the area hit hardest by 
the earthquake and tsunami — had 
mostly scrapes, bruises and broken 
bones. Now, some doctors say they 
are treating worse problems, like 
gangrene and pneumonia. 

Dr. Ronald Waldman, who 
is coordinating the World 
Health Organization’s efforts in 
Indonesia, said dangerous infec- 
tions are sneaking into superfi- 
cial wounds. Measles has become 
a major threat, and UNICEF said it 
expects to start mass vaccinations 
in the area soon. 

WHO warned that if basic needs 
— particularly access to safe drink- 
ing water — are not restored by the 
end of this week, there would be a 
risk of infectious disease outbreaks 
that could kill as many people as the 
tsunami’s direct impact. 

“Five million people have been 
severely affected by the tsunamis. 
We now estimate that as many as 
150,000 people are at extreme risk 
if a major disease outbreak in the 
affected areas occurs,” said WHO 
Director-General Dr. Lee Jong- 
wook, who was touring a stricken 
part of Aceh on Indonesia’s Sumatra 
island Wednesday with UNICEF 
chief Carol Bellamy, emmaross(ap)

Proposal May Outlaw Online 
Drug Sales to U.S. Consumers 

Health officials are drafting a pro- 
posal to prevent Internet pharmacies 
from selling mail-order prescription 
drugs to U.S. consumers, a spokes- 
man said Wednesday, a move that 
would essentially kill a $700 million 
industry that has become increas- 
ingly popular with patients south 
of the border.

Losing presidential candidate 
Viktor Yanukovych appealed the 
results of last month’s election to 
Ukraine’s Supreme Court, arguing 
that the election be declared invalid 
because of massive fraud, a court 
spokeswoman said Wednesday. 
Preliminary results from the Dec. 26 
election show opposition candidate 
Viktor Yushchenko winning a sound 
victory, but final results cannot be 
announced while appeals are pend- 
ing, a spokesperson for the Central 
Election Commission said, (ap) 


B AG H DAD I A suicide attacker blew 
up an explosives -laden car outside 
a police academy south of Baghdad 
on Wednesday, killing 20 people, 
and another car bomb left five 
Iraqi policemen dead. The Interior 
Ministry said Wednesday that more 
than 1,300 policemen were killed in 
the final four months of 2004. 

Despite the surge of violence 
aimed at derailing this month’s 
elections, Iraq’s interim leader 
again insisted the ballot would 
go ahead as planned. “We will 
not allow the terrorists to stop the 
political process,” Prime Minister 
Ayad Allawi said as the death toll 
from insurgent attacks topped 90 
over four days. 


While Allawi ainsisted parlia- 
mentary elections must be held 
as scheduled on Jan. 30, interim 
President Ghazi al-Yawer left open 
the possibility that the vote could 
be delayed. “I think that we should 
continue working on how to hold the 
elections on schedule, but we should 
not lack the courage if we see that 
this is impossible,” said al-Yawer, a 
Sunni Muslim tribal leader. 

If the election takes place, it is 
expected to shift power to the Shiite 
Muslim community, an estimated 
60 percent of the population that has 
been dominated by the Sunni minor- 
ity since modern Iraq was created 
after World War I. The insurgency is 
believed to be led by Sunnis, (ap) 


Iran Gives U.N. Access to Military Site 


VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Iran has agreed 
to grant access to a military site 
the United States links to a secret 
nuclear weapons program, the head 
of the International Atomic Energy 
Agency said Wednesday. 

Mohamed ElBaradei said IAEA 
experts could be in Parchin “with- 


in days or weeks.” The U.N. nuclear 
watchdog agency has been pressing 
Tehran for months to be allowed to 
inspect the Parchin military complex, 
used by the Iranians to research, 
develop and produce ammunition, 
missiles and high explosives. 

In leaks to media last year, U.S. 


intelligence officials said that a spe- 
cially secured site at Parchin may 
be used in research on high- explo- 
sive components for use in nuclear 
weapons. 

So far, the IAEA says it has not 
found any firm evidence to chal- 
lenge Iranian assertions that its 
military is not involved in nuclear

WAS H I N GTO N I With three months to 
go before the Washington Nationals’ 
home opener, D.C. officials said 
Wednesday a lot of work is going 
on behind the scenes to renovate 
RFK Stadium. 

City Administrator Robert 
Bobb said the District is on target 
to meet and actually exceed its goal 
of having 35 percent of the renova- 
tion contract go to local, small and 
disadvantaged businesses. 

The $18.4 million contract 
to renovate RFK went to Turner 
Construction. There was concern 
that Turner would meet this 35 per- 
cent requirement by subcontract- 
ing it to Tomkins Builders, a local 


company it now owns. But Bobb told 
reporters Wednesday that Turner 
won’t be allowed to do that. 

Bobb also said the city’s attor- 
ney general has hired additional 
real estate lawyers to deal with land 
acquisition for the new ballpark to be 
built on the Anacostia waterfront. 

D.C.’s chief financial officer is 
taking offers for private financing 
of the new stadium and is expected 
to release his report Jan. 17. Late 
last year, the outgoing D.C. Council 
approved a financing package that 
allows the city to sell up to $584 
million in bonds for construction 
of a 41,000 -seat stadium. 

The Nationals will play their 
first game at RFK on April 14. 
They are expected to spend 
three seasons there, with the new 
ballpark due to open in 2008.

Ehrlich Rolls Out 
Transportion Plan 


Md. governor to add 
$4 billion in highway 
and transit projects 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Gov. Robert 
Ehrlich will add $4 billion in new 
projects to the state’s six-year trans- 
portation program, a big increase 
made possible in large part by the 
governor’s increases in motor vehi- 
cle fees approved by the General 
Assembly last spring. 

At a news conference Wednesday, 
Ehrlich thanked lawmakers who 
voted for his $237 million revenue 
package, saying their support will 
make possible highway and mass 
transit projects in every corner of 
the state. He noted the registration

Salary Cuts OK’d 
At US Airways 

Flight attendants approve 10% pay reduetion 


ARLINGTON, VA. I Flight attendants 
at bankrupt US Airways approved 
a new labor contract Wednesday 
that cuts their pay by nearly 10 
percent, leaving only one union 
that has refused to accept the cost 
cuts the carrier says are needed to 
avoid liquidation. 

The Association of Flight 
Attendants, which represents more 
than 5,000 workers at the airline, 
approved the contract with 64 per- 
cent of the vote, according to a union 
spokeswoman. The final vote was 
2,556 in favor and 1,416 opposed, 
with more than 70 percent of eli- 
gible voters casting ballots. 

The contract cuts pay by 8.4 to 
9 percent, with raises of 1 percent 
to 2 percent beginning in 2007 and 
extending through 2011. The airline 
estimates the new contract will allow 
it to save $94 million a year, part of 


nearly $1 billion it is trying to squeeze 
from its 28,000 workers. 

Flight attendants had been work- 
ing under a temporary 21 percent 
pay cut imposed by a bankruptcy 
judge to help the airline conserve 
cash while in bankruptcy. 

US Airways officials did not 
immediately return a call for com- 
ment.

Now, he’s just about the only

That’s if Booty 
can beat out Mark Sanchez, the top- 
rated quarterback prospect in the 
nation who has committed to USC 
out of junior college. 

“We have structured our pro- 
gram to be able to carry on with 
losses that occur,” Carroll said.

Taylor’s DUI Chai^ Tossed 


Videotape clears Redskins rookie in Oct. arrest 


REDSKINS I A judge tossed out a 
drunken driving charge against 
Washington Redskins safety Sean 
Taylor on Wednesday but convict- 
ed him of refusing to take a blood 
alcohol test. 

Fairfax County General District 
Judge Mitchell Mutnick tossed out 
the drunken driving charge after 
viewing a videotape that showed 
Taylor performing a variety of Held 
sobriety tests when he was stopped 
by police. “I’ve seen a whole lot 
worse,” Mutnick said.” 

Taylor faces a mandatory 
12 -month license suspension, but 
that penalty was delayed pending 


an appeal set for March 10. 

The charges resulted from Taylor’s 
Oct. 28 arrest on the Capital Beltway 
after the trooper said he spotted 
Taylor’s Mercedes going 82 mph. 

Taylor had been attending a 
birthday party for teammate Rod 
Gardner at a nightclub. Several 
Redskins, including Laveranues 
Coles, Fred Smoot and Clinton 
Portis were in court to testify on 
Taylor’s behalf, but only Coles took 
the stand. 

Coles said he did not see Taylor 
drink and that he had been keep- 
ing a particularly close eye on Taylor 
because “I kind of had the idea that 


the woman I was dating, he was 
dating, so I watched him.” 

Taylor testified that he did not 
drink at the party, and said he was 
there “just to make a little cameo, 
show my face ... holler at a few 
ladies.” The only alcohol he had 
that night, he said, was a glass of 
champagne at home at 11 p.m. 

The trooper, Mandre Boggess, 
testified that after he arrested 
Taylor, the football player called 
him an “Uncle Tom” and said that 
all cops know how to do is “pull over 
people with nice cars.” Both Boggess 
and Taylor are black. 

Taylor was pleased with the 
court’s decision. “I’m smiling,” he

Hit-makers the Gin 
Blossoms are back 
for another round 

MUSIC I Rock ’n’ roll loves a gim- 
mick. But the Gin Blossoms man- 
aged to sell millions of albums 
without one. 

Long removed from their hit- 
making ’90s heyday, they bring their 
easygoing sound to Falls Church’s 
State Theatre on Saturday, fol- 
lowed by a pair of Sunday shows 
at Annapolis’ Rams Head Tavern. 

The Gin Blossoms emerged from 
Arizona with the wistful pop/rock 
disc “New Miserable Experience,” 
a collection of tightly written, 
slightly melancholy tunes. It was 
a slow burn at retail, but eventu- 
ally sold more than 4 million cop- 
ies. Regrettably, the band had to 
endure a “Behind the Music”-like 
tragedy before enjoying the spoils 
of its major label triumph. 

In a messy split, founding gui- 
tarist and chief songwriter Doug 
Hopkins was ousted prior to the rea- 
lease of the band’s seminal record. 
Alcoholism and depression plagued 
Hopkins, who penned the band’s ini- 
tial hits, “Hey Jealousy” and “Found 
Out About You.” In 1993, as his own 
tunes spun on radio stations nation- 
wide, Hopkins committed suicide. 


The burden of duplicating a 
mega seller and overcoming the 
loss of their most gifted songwrit- 
er was nearly insurmountable. 
Remarkably, Gin Blossoms guitar- 
ist Jesse Valenzuela answered the 
call and helped craft the group’s 
first chart-topping hit, “Til I Hear 
It From You,” for the “Empire 
Records” soundtrack. 

Lines like “At first I’d laugh, 
but now it’s sinking in fast,” could 
apply to the Gin Blossoms’ appeal 
and internal relationships, which 
waned when the ironically titled 
“Congratulations ... I’m Sorry” 
turned out to be only mildly suc- 
cessful compared to the band’s pre- 
vious long player. 

The act named for the red- 
veined nose sported by folks like 
W.C. Fields quietly disbanded in 
1997- They re-formed in 2001 as 
inaudibly as they’d once called it 
quits, and though the group boasts a 
hit-filled history and even inspired 
a tribute band to rock in its honor 
(Allison Road), it keeps a relative- 
ly low profile. This weekend, find 
out why its guitar-powered pop 
with nary a gimmick in sight still 
deserves a listen, craig smith

MUSIC I When you’re in the mood 
and looking to party, you want 
three things. 

You want there to be boogie, you 
want it to be rockin’ and, yes, you 
may not even know it consciously, 
but you want it to be French. 

Well, when Geno Delafose and 
his band, French Rockin’ Boogie,

Although only in his early 30s, 
Delafose has been in the zydeco 
business for a quarter of a centu- 
ry.

A stint on drums followed, but 
when his father’s health failed, 
Geno took up the squeezebox.

Delafose has even been known 
to lay down a soul groove on the 
Hammond B-3 organ.

An Atomic Age 
monster movie isn’t 
quite what it seems 

FILM I A French director films an 
adaptation of a high- concept Ray 
Bradbury story about civilization 
and primal impulses and conscripts 
the magic of special- effects god Ray 
Harryhausen to make it all come 
alive on the screen. 

Cinephiles’ mouths water at 
such descriptions, and this week- 
end, they’re in luck. Sort of. 

Yes, a film that fits the above 
definition in letter if not in spirit 
is playing at the Library of Congress’ 
Pickford Theater this Friday. But 
that Rim is 1953’s “The Beast From 
20,000 Fathoms,” and surely the 
cineaste’s quiet enjoyment of it 
will be drowned out by the rau- 
cous giggles of Generation Irony, 
getting its kitsch on thanks to this 
midcentury-modern piece of atom- 
ic paranoia. 

Still, the screening is part of the 
log’s National Film Registry series, 
so someone must have seen some- 
thing in Eugene Lourie’s 80 -min- 
ute fugue in foam rubber. Suffice it 
to say, “Beast” pre- dated the firsst 
installment of the suspiciously simi- 
lar-looking Japanese Godzilla series 
by one year. 


The plot is a standard Atomic 
Age freakout — frozen monster 
thaws out, stomps Manhattan 
— and it claims descendency 
from Bradbury’s short story “The 
Foghorn,” in which an ancient crea- 
ture is lured from its watery lair 
by the title sound, which bears an 
unfortunate resemblance to a beast- 
ly mating call. 

Whether there’s even a bone of 
the original idea left in this black- 
and-white monster movie is any- 


body’s guess. But we can tell you 
this: Lee Van Cleef is in it.

Taste Test I Energy Beer 


Every nowand then an evening hits 
the jackpot. The right crowd, the right 
place, the right atmosphere — every- 
one is having a good time, and you 
would be, too, if you weren’tfocus- 
ing every measure of concentration 
on keeping your eyelids open. Face it: 
going outistiring. 

Fear not, sleepyheads. In orderto 
keep you alert enough to keep chug- 
ging, thealcohol industry is marching 
out a cavalcade of unique attempts 
atenergy-boosting booze. The latest 
and most-hyped is Busch’s Btothe 
E, a beer reimagined with extra alco- 
hol (6.6 percent), plus a perky med- 
ley of caffeine, ginseng and guara- 
na. It packs about as much caffeine 
as a 12 oz. can of Mountain Dew. 

To getthe lowdown on these 
uppers, we subjected a group of 
unsuspecting testers to Btothe E, 
a malt beverage called Sparks (also 
spiked with caffeine, guarana, gin- 
seng and extra alcohol) and a myste- 
rious control brew. 


B TO THE E (Anheuser-Busch, $1.75 
per 10 oz. can): It’s marketed as “beer 
with something extra,’’ but mosttrue 
beer drinkers would probably just 
label it“something.’’ 

Sweeter than any beer should 
ever, ever be, Btothe E will appeal 
mostto those who don’tlike beer but 
enjoy the idea of holding a Budweiser 
to fit in with the crowd. Indeed, the 
most favorable reaction among our 
testers came from those who shun 
regular brews. “It’s not unpleasant, it’s 


just not beer,’’ one person explained. 

Btothe E is infused with assort- 
ed berry flavors, and testers immedi- 
ately griped about its overwhelming 
fruitiness. The resemblance to hard 
ciders doesn’t end there, and those 
accustomed to afull-bodied brew 
complained that it was too tart to drink 
morethan one can. But, as one tes- 
ter offered weakly, “It could be popular 
with the wine-cooler set.’’ 

SPARKS (Steel Brewing Company, 
$1.49 per 16oz. can): If Btothe E tasted 
like a beer wannabe with two lumps of 
sugarthrown in. Sparks is alcoholic 
liquid Smarties — a pixie stickin a 
can. Factor in the alarming neon- 
orange coloring and you havethe per-

feet evening drinkfor compulsive Tang 
addicts. 

Whether or notthis is enjoyable 
depends on one’s personal taste. A 
beer enthusiast couldn’t “imagine 
why anyone would wantto drinkthis,’’ 
while an admitted brew-averse tester 
was an instantfan. But until Red Bull 
and vodka comes in acan. Sparks will 
reign as the premier excessively 
stimulating, tooth -decaying alcohol 
option. Those whose desire for Kool- 
Aid waned upon reaching maturity 
should stay away, however, as should 
guys trying to avoid an assault on 
their masculinity: “It’s girly.

The beertaste itself was 
notappreciably altered, suggest- 
ingthatenergy powder dumped into 
a better beer mightaccomplish B 
to the E’s goal withoutthe heaping 
doseof sugarand infusion of berry. 

Be warned, however: Not all pow- 
ders dissolve cleanly. We suggest 
dumpingthe powder intothe beer 
can and mixing via vigorous swirling. 

It was hard for our testers to look past 
oursample, which resembled muddy 
puddle water with floating specks of 
silt. Afterforging ahead in good faith 
and taking a sip, however, all agreed: 
Milwaukee’s Best isn’t worth staying

Got $1,000 bucks to 
spare? One designer 
has the jeans for you 

Designer jeans costing $150 can 
hardly be called expensive now 
that Calvin Stewart has entered 
the fray. 

The New York-based designer 
ratcheted up the stakes with the 
introduction of A.P.O. Jeans, fully 
customized denim embellished with 
diamond, gold and platinum details 
— starting at $1,000 a pair. 

“We wanted to be the Mercedes- 
Benz, the Maybach of the denim 
industry,” Stewart said. 

A.P.O. jeans are constructed 
from denim woven in India that 
costs $40 a yard, compared with the 
$2- to $3-per-yard cost of materials 
for most designer denim. Buttons 
and rivets are made with precious 
metals or, if a customer is willing 
to shell out $4,000 or more, up to 
a dozen white, 48 -carat diamonds 
on the main button.

Stewart, 42, said he’ll make jeans 
to match a customer’s measure- 
ments or copy the fit of a favorite 
— but perhaps worn-out — pair. 

Not surprisingly, the jeans 
come with a certificate of authen- 
ticity, an appraisal and a “born- 
on” date. And to guard against 
counterfeiting, Stewart employ- 
es a secret, continuous stitching 
method.

Born 
in Florida, he served six years in the 
military and pursued an engineer- 
ing degree at the DeVry Institute 
before attending Miss Wade’s 
Fashion Merchandising College in

Dallas. He then was head designer 
at DBA and Pro -Moves, a sports 
apparel company. 

“There’s definitely a demand in 
the market for premium things, 
whether it’s with jeans or skin care 
or whatever,” said Tim Kaeding, 
creative director for Seven for All 
Mankind. 

The company’s jeans range from 
around $120 for its best-selling boot 
cut model to $200 for top-of-the- 
line denim adorned with premium 
Swarovski crystals, introduced two 
months ago. 


“As you 
walk, you can 
sort of see the shimmer,” Kaeding 
says. “It’s really taken off It’s been 
a huge thing for us.” 

Stewart said he has sold about 
four pairs of A.P.O. jeans, with a 
waiting list that includes a New York 
Jets player he declined to name. 

“In the fashion industry, a lot 
of people are driven by name, but 
that doesn’t say they’re using the 
best quality stuff,” he said. “We 
want to be known for the quality.”

I have a Blackberry for work, and 
while I was on vacation over the hol- 
idays I could periodically check in 
on my work e-mail, thus not having 
100 or 200 messages to go through 
upon my return. This seems like an 
efficient tool to me. 

It is. But I just got an e-mail 
from somebody who said he was 
out on a blind date and things were 
going pretty well until he caught 
her checking her messages under 
the table. Seems she was addicted 
to it and couldn’t go an hour or two 
without plugging in. 

That’s obsessive behavior, I think, 
that is encouraged by this technol- 
ogy. And I don’t think you can think 
about the advantages you describe, 
which are real, without considering 
the downside consequences, which 
can be just as real. 

Any advice for taming the demands 
on our time that come from being 
available anywhere, many different 
ways? In Tokyo last month I saw a 
guy talking on two cell phones while 
typing an IM on the subway. How do 
we reclaim personal time? 

One way is simply to adopt the 


Nancy Reagan strategy: Just say 
no. It is one thing to use this stuff 
because you like it or need it or 
it makes you more effective. It is 
another to use it because you are 
expected to use it. We need to start 
disabusing people of the expecta- 
tion of instant gratification. 

Do you think some people had the 
same thoughts about the typewrit- 
er when it was invented? It may just 
take society time to digest each 
technological advance. Perhaps we 
are in period of adjustment. 

We are in a period of adjustment, 
of adapting the technology and sim- 
plifying it so it can be really user- 
friendly. As for the typewriter, I can 
type very fast — as fast as you can 
talk. I can’t write that fast. That’s a 
real difference, to say nothing of the 
legibility. As I say. I’m not opposed 
to all these advances. But for every 
advance like e-mail, there is the 
electric bottle opener, this year’s 
hot seller for Christmas.
